That  suns  up  my  Auction  Sale  of 
September  13th  - 385  successful  bid- 
ders I Prices  were  good  and  indicate 
a sound,  staple  market  for  the  near 
future. 

The  entire  U.  S.  series  sold  well, 
Not  only  were  prices  good  but  the 
competition  was  keen.  Many  items 
had  dozens  of  bids  within  a small 
amount  of  the  winners.  Silver  dol- 
lars, Commemoratives  and  Small  Cents 
were  the  most  active.  The  1895  dol- 
lar brought  $69.50.  Foreign  Crowns 
sold  good;  the  Ancients  and  Foreign 
Gold  were  among  the  slow  sellers 
and  a number  of  bargains  were  ob- 
tained. 

This  Sale,  and  my  response  from 
COINS  AND  CHATTER,  indicate  a steady 
and  healthy  market  in  coins.  A Num- 
ber of  the  over-inflated  items  will 
still  drop  to  their  proper  level 
but  I believe  the  "jitters'1  are 
about  shaken  out  of  the  coin  market. 
Don't  be  surprised  if  some  of  the 
really  rare  items,  particularly  the 
early  U.  S.  in  choice  condition,  ad- 
vance in  price. 

. . . facts  of  interest 

It  is  now  three  years  since  the 
War  and  3till  no  Proof  coins  have 
been  struck  nor  is  there  any  indi- 
cation that  there  will  be.  They 
were  discontinued  due  to  facilities 
being  used  to  make  medals,  etc., for 
War  purposes.  There  is  and  was  no 
reason  for  these  not  being  resumed 
as  early  as  1946.  The  Mint  has  laid 
off  many  employees  since  then.  We 
suggest  you  write  your  Congressman 
and  the  Director  of  the  Mint  and 
bring  whatever  pressure  possible  to 
bear.  Fbr  some  reason  Coin  Collec- 
tors have  never  had  the  cooperation 
of  the  present  Director.

DO  YOU  KNOW? 

The  inhabitants  of  Ethiopia 
must  be  more  fussy  than  the  general 
run  of  humans,  especially  when  it 
comes  to  numismatics.  In  1894  King 
Menelik  II,  the  ruler  who  first 
united  the  Ethiopians,  issued  a 
large  dollar-size  silver  piece 
called  the  talari.  On  its  reverse 
was  pictured  the  Conquering  Lion 
of  Judah  strolling  about  with  a 
rather  resigned  expression  on  its 
face.  The  natives  took  one  look 
at  this  coin  and  would  have  nothing 
to  do  with  it.  They  reasoned  the 
lion  wasn't  feeling  very  well  since 
his  tail  looked  somewhat  droopy. 
Besides,  he  was  carrying  his  staff 
in  the  left  paw,  unpardonable  con- 
duct even  for  a sick  lion. 

Consequently,  the  talari  never 
gained  a respectable  circulation 
among  the  tribesmen  and  in  four 
years  was  discontinued  in  favor  of 
a new,  happy-lion  issue,  referred 
to  usually  as  the  Chaplain  design. 
On  this  the  lion  was  completely  re- 
juvenated, his  right  paw  holding 
the  staff,  a regal  sneer  on  his 
face,  and  complete  with  a dandy 
tail  that  wagged  him  into  general 
circulation.

»ND  JYnSM’KS 

Q.  What  is  Gun  Money? 

A.  Gun  Money.  A debased  coinage  issued 
by  .lames  II  in  Ireland,  from  June,  1689, 
to  June,  1690.  The  series  consisted  of 
crowns,  half-crowns,  shillings,  and  six- 
pences. The  last  two  denominations  are 
dated  with  the  month  as  well  as  the  year. 

These  coins  derive  their  name  from  the 
circumstance  that  they  were  principally 
struck  from  metal,  the  product  of  old  can- 
non. The  reverses  all  bear  two  sceptres 
in  saltire,  through  a crown,  between  the 
letters  1 and  R. 

* # * 

Q.  What  is  the  difference  between 
a Spade  and  a regular  Guinea? 

A.  Spade  Guinea.  The  name  given  to  a 
variety  of  the  Guinea  issued  in  the  reign 
of  George  III  from  1787  to  1799,  inclusive, 
on  account  of  the  shovel-shaped  shield  on 
the  reverse,  which  bears  a resemblance  to 
an  old-fashioned  spade,  or  to  the  spades  in 
a pack  of  playing  cards.  The  half  spade 
Guineas  are  of  similar  design. 

« * * 

Q.  What  was  the  first  copper  coin 
struck  by  the  U.S.  Government 
and  what  does  EG  FECIT  mean? 

A.  Fugio  Cent,  sometimes  called  the  Frank- 
lin Cent,  on  account  of  the  motto,  “Mind 
your  Business,’’  which  was  one  of  the  say- 
ings of  Benjamin  Franklin,  was  the  earli- 
est type  of  Cent  issued  by  the  Government 
of  the  United  States.  It  bears  the  date 
1787,  and  there  are  a number  of  varieties. 

The  obverse  shows  a sundial  with  the 
words  fugio  1787  and  the  above-men- 
tioned motto  in  the  exergue.  The  sundial 
and  motto  are  copied  from  the  similar  de- 
sign on  the  so-called  Continental  pewter 
dollar  struck  in  1776.  The  latter  has  the 
initials  eg  fecit,  hence  it  is  assumed  that 
Edward  Getz  prepared  the  dies. 

The  reverse  of  the  Fugio  Cent  bears  an 
outer  circle  of  thirteen  links  in  a chain, 
indicative  of  the  thirteen  original  states. 
An  inner  circle  is  inscribed  united  states, 
and  this  again  encloses  the  motto  we  are 
one  in  three  lines. 

* * * 

Q.  What  is  a "Holy"  Dollar? 

A.  Holey  Dollar,  also  called  Ring  Dollar. 
In  the  year  1813  Governor  Macquarie  of 
New  South  Wales  procured  some  £10,000 
worth  of  Spanish  Dollars  from  the  centres 
of  which  he  had  circular  discs  cut.  Around 
the  edges  of  the  perforation,  which  is 
milled,  the  words  new  south  wales,  1813, 
were  stamped,  and  on  the  reverse  five  shil- 
lings, 1813.  This  coin  received  the  name 
of  the  Holey  Dollar.  The  circular  central 
piece  was  known  as  a Dump ; it  was 
countermarked  with  a crown  and  the  value, 
fifteen  pence.  The  Holey  Dollar  was 
current  until  1829. 

* * * 

Q.  What  are  Bung town  Coppers? 

A.  Bungtown*.  A name  given  to  clumsy 
imitations  of  the  English  half  pennies 
which  circulated  extensively  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  other  states  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century. 

The  name  is  probably  derived  from  the 
slang  term,  “to  bung,”  meaning  to  cheat 
or  deceive.

ANCIENT  PAPER  MONEY 


Paper  money  - properly  guaran- 
teed - is  now  generally  recognized 
throughout  the  world  as  the  most 
satisfactory  and  convenient  form 
of  currency.  It  is  not,  however, 
as  is  very  generally  supposed,  a 
comparatively  modern  idea. 

The  celebrated  traveler,  Marco 
Polo,  of  Venice,  was  the  first 
person  to  announce  in  Europe  the 
existence  of  paper  money,  in  China 
under  the  Moguls.  It  was  subse- 
quently introduced  by  the  Moguls 
into  Persia,  where  their  notes  ware 
called  djaou  or  djaw,  a word  evi- 
dently derived  from  the  Chinese 
word  schaio,  signifying  "a  want 
of  specie." 

The  fact  of  the  Moguls  having, 
in  China  and  Persia,  made  use  of 
paper  money,  has  induced  the  be- 
lief that  they  were  the  origina- 
tors of  it.  But  in  the  history 
of  the  Tchinghiz-khan,  and  of  the 
Mogul  dynasty  in  China,  published 
in  the  year  1739,  the  author 
3peaks  of  the  suppression  of  the 
paper  money,  which  was  in  use 
under  the  dynasty  of  the  Soung, 
who  reigned  in  China  previous  to 
the  Moguls;  and  he  also  mentions 
a new  species  of  notes  which  were 
substituted  for  the  old  in  the 
year  1264. 

The  original  financial  specu- 
lation of  the  Chinese  ministry, 
to  provide  for  the  extraordinary 
expenditures  of  the  State,  which 
were  exceeding  the  revenues,  was 
in  the  year  119  B.C.  At  this 
period  were  introduced  the 
phi-pi,  or  value  in  skins.  These 
were  small  pieces  of  the  skin  of 
deer,  which  were  kept  in  a pen, 
within  the  palace  walls.  They 
were  a Chinese  square  foot  in 
size,  and  were  beautifully  orna- 
mented with  painting  and  embroi- 
dery. The  price  of  these  skins 
were  fixed  at  a sura  equal  to 
about  865.
